The new C. B . k: Q. bridge across the 
Hennepin feeder south of Rock Falls, 
was finished Tuesday. 
It is is one of 
the finest bridges of the kind in 
this 
part of the country 
The bridge is 
ninety-seven feet, three inches long. 
Its girders are ten feet high, and there 
are 298,000 pounds of steel and 8,W 0 
pounds of castiron in the structure. 
Th e supports at the ends are what are 
known as the Morrison rockers, which 
is considered 
the best device for the 
taking up of the deflection 
when the 
train enters the bridge. 
The work has 
been superintended by J. H. R itte r of 
Chicago. 
M r. R itte r says the bridge 
is fifty tons heavier than is necessary 
and that it is absolutely impossible for 
it to be injured by the heaviest of r a il­ 
way trains.
